NOTICE  TO  DOG  OWNERS 


Chapter  150,  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 

Section  6 — Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months  old  or 
over  shall  annually  on  or  before  April  30  cause  it  to  be  registered, 
numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of 
the  ensuing  May,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  wherein 
said  dog  is  kept  and  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  a  collar 
distinctly  marked  with  its  owner's  name,  and  bearing  attached  to 
said  collar  a  metal  tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  registered  number. 
Said  tag  shall  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  at  the  expense  of  the  city  or 
town  from  the  amount  received  from  dog  license  fees. 

Section  18 — The  mayor  of  each  city  and  the  selectmen  of  each 
town  shall  annually  within  ten  days  from  May  first  issue  a  warrant 
to  one  or  more  police  officers  or  constables  directing  them  to  proceed 
forthwith  either  to  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all  dogs  within  such  city 
or  town  not  licensed  and  collared  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  and  to  enter  complaint  against  the  owners  or  keepers  thereof; 
and  any  person  may,  and  every  police  officer  and  constable  shall  kill 
or  cause  to  be  killed  all  such  dogs,  whenever  and  wherever  found.

TOWN  WARRANT 


THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

[L.S.]     To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Cornish  in  the  County  of 
Sullivan  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  The  Town  House  in  said  Cornish 
on  Tuesday,  the  Fourteenth  day  of  March,  next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing:  1 
Selectman  for  3  years,  1  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  3  years,  1  Library 
Trustee  for  3  years. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the 
repair  of  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  ap- 
propriate for  Memorial  Day. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  ap- 
propriate for  the  repair  and  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  in  making  up 
any  deficiency  in  the  Mercer  Fund  and  raise  or  appropriate  money 
therefor. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row money,  if  necessary,  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
or  otherwise  administer  on  property  acquired  through  Tax  Sales. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the 
support  of  Town  Poor,  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Soldiers  Aid. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  one  one  hundredth  of  one  percent  (1/100  of  1%)  of  the 
assessed  valuation  based  on  the  assessment  of  1943  for  the  purpose  of 
publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of 
the  Town,  together  with  other  towns  in  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee 
Region. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Dollars   ($1000)    to  pay  for  the  fourth  bond  of  the  bond  issue  due 
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August  1st,  1944  borrowed  to  repair  road  damage  of  June  12th  flood 
in  1940. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Forty  Dollars  ($140)  to  pay  interest  on  bonds  and  notes. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100)  for  Street  Lights  on  Cornish  Flat  for  the  ensuing  year 
or  appropriate  the  amount  from  the  General  Fund. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Four  Hundred  Dollars  ($400)  for  sanding  icy  roads. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300)  to  be  used  for  culverts  only. 

15 A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Three  Hun- 
dred Dollars  for  the  upkeep  of  the  Town  Fire  Department. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  One 
Thousand  Dollars  ($1000)  to  be  made  a  Sinking  Fund  for  the  pur- 
chase of  New  Highway  Equipment  when  it  becomes  available. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($1500)  for  repairs  and  maintenance  of  Town  Highway 
Equipment,  if  not  used  the  balance  to  revert  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Account- 
ing and  to  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such  an  audit. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred 
Forty  Eight  Dollars  Twenty-Five  Cents  ($348.25)  and  receive  the  sum 
of  One  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Ninety  Three  Dollars  ($1393)  from 
the  State  to  be  used  on  Class  Five  Roads. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred 
Dollars  ($300)  for  the  support  of  the  George  H.  Stowell  Free  Library. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  such  portions  of  the 
highway  from  Route  12-A  to  Route  120  known  as  the  Town  House 
Road,  being  no  longer  required  because  of  re-location  of  said  highway 
in  the  course  of  the  reconstruction  of  same. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred 
Dollars  ($400)  for  the  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  not  to  exceed  Three 
Thousand  Dollars  ($3000)  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  another 
truck  if  not  used  said  money  to  revert  to  the  Highway  Equipment 
Sinking  Fund. 


24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Fifty  Dollars  ($150)  to  be  used  to  insure  Town  Employees  against 
accident. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  a  committee  composed 
of  the  Selectmen  and  four  other  voters  to  be  appointed  by  the  Modera- 
tor, to  act  in  Post- War  Emergencies. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100)  to  be  known  as  the  Chas.  S.  Lear  Fund,  the  income  of 
which  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  Chas.  S.  Lear  lot  in  the  Edmin- 
ster  Cemetery.  Donor  Jennie  L.  Lear,  Executrix. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100)  to  be  known  as  the  W.  Percival  Whitmore  Fund,  the 
income  of  which  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  W.  Percival  Whitmore 
lot  in  Child  Cemetery.  Donor  Percival  Whitmore. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100)  to  be  known  as  the  Minnie  Anderson  Fund,  the  income 
of  which  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  John  Anderson  lot  in  the  Trinity 
Cemetery.  Donor  Buena  Anderson  Breen,  Executrix. 

29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100)  to  be  known  as  the  Balloch  Fund,  the  income  of  which 
to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  James  Balloch  lot  in  the  Trinity  Ceme- 
tery. Donor  Fred  Davis. 

30.  To  hear  reports  of  Officers,  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees 
heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

31.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF 
GEORGE  H.  STOWELL  FREE  LIBRARY 

To  the  Citizens  of  Cornish: 

The  continued  decrease  in  book  circulation  and  increase  of  maga- 
zine circulation  readily  shows  how  busy  our  citizens  are.  However,  the 
schools  are  using  more  books  and  magazines  than  ever.  Cornish  Center 
School  again  leads,  with  a  total  of  114  books  borrowed  and  South 
Cornish  a  close  second  with  104.  ■ 

The  exhibit  of  school  work  was  very  fine  this  year  and  beside  the 
adult  visitors  thirty-four  children  came  to  the  library  during  the 
display.  Book  Week  in  November  found  a  fitting  display  of  posters 
and  books. 

Miss  Pratt,  of  the  State  Library  staff,  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs. 
Dean  worked  several  days  cataloging  our  literature  collection.  More 
of  this  work  needs  to  be  done  and  we  hope  she  will  be  able  to  help 
us  again  soon. 

We  are  quite  pleased  with  the  new  book  cases  in  the  reading 
room  as  we  have  needed  them  for  some  time.  They  were  made  exactly 
like  the  others.  Added  drop  lights  between  the  cases  have  been 
promised  as  soon  as  material  and  time  are  available  to  the  electrician. 

Our  janitor  resigned  in  December,  due  to  illness,  and  so  far  we 
have  not  been  able  to  find  another  to  relieve  the  librarian  of  that 
added  task.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Cornish  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  eleventh  year  of  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

This  year  when  it  seemed  almost  impossible  to  find  teachers  for  the 
rural  schools  we  were  fortunate  to  hold  the  services  of  five  able, 
experienced  teachers,  Mrs.  Jane  Dahms  at  the  River  School,  Mrs.  Eva 
Bernard  at  the  Tracy  School,  Mrs.  Marjorie  Kidder  at  the  South 
School,  Mrs.  Winifred  Barton  at  the  City  School  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Sullivan  at  the  Flat  School.  The  Center  School  is  being  taught  this 
year  by  Mrs.  Marion  Stone,  an  experienced  teacher  who  has  substi- 
tuted in  our  schools  for  a  few  years. 

The  children  are  doing  good  work  in  each  of  the  schools,  the 
instruction  is  good  and  the  order  is  good  for  rural  schools.  The 
children  of  Cornish  are  fortunate  to  have  regular  teachers  who  have 
had  years  of  successful  experience. 

The  teacher  situation  is  really  quite  serious.  While  wages  have 
been  raised  they  do  not  meet  the  increases  in  taxes  and  the  increases 
in  the  costs  of  living.  It  is  right  that  everyone  should  carry  a  part  of 
the  hardships  of  these  times,  but  it  is  well  to  consider  the  difficulties 
of  finding  new  teachers.  There  are  teachers  who  will  accept  single 
grade  positions  of  not  more  than  twenty  pupils,  near  railroad  stations, 
at  high  salaries,  but  teachers  who  really  love  to  teach  and  are  willing 
to  work  in  the  rural  schools  as  their  part  of  help  in  these  troubled 
days  are  hard  to  find. 

It  is  generally  thought  that  the  State  pays  the  expenses  of  the 
elementary  schools  over  and  above  five  mills  on  the  equalization 
valuation  of  the  District.  That  was  the  intention  of  the  law,  but 
during  the  last  few  years  it  does  not  work  out  just  that  way.  The 
State  pays  none  of  the  costs  for  educating  the  high, school  pupils. 
She  will  not  pay  any  of  the  costs  of  the  elementary  education  that 
she  has  not  approved,  and  since  the  legislature  has  cut  the  appro- 
priations on  schools  so  small,  the  approvals  have  been  cut  on  items 
really  needed  in  the  schools  of  today.  The  State  approved  only  $5  per 
school  for  lights,  and  has  no  funds  for  any  emergencies  such  as  the 
transportation  of  new  pupils  or  the  opening  of  a  new  school  in  the 
middle  of  the  year. 

It  would  be  a  great  help  to  equalize  the  cost  of  education  in  this 
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state  if  a  law  was  passed  providing  up  to  $1,500  for  each  district  to 
help  maintain  high  schools  or  to  pay  tuitions  and  other  expenses 
of  high  school  pupils. 

It  is  costing  us  more  to  run  the  schools  this  year  than  it  has  in  the 
past  and  I  fear  it  will  cost  even  more  next  year.  The  greatest  percent 
of  increase  has  been  in  fuel  although  supplies  have  increased  nearly 
thirty  per  cent,  repairs  nearly  forty  per  cent  and  salaries  ten  per 
cent. 

I  believe  a  Parent-Teachers  Association  would  be  a  good  thing  in 
Cornish.  Parents  should  visit  the  schools,  counsel  with  the  teachers 
and  encourage  the  children  to  take  greater  interest  in  the  schools 
and  in  their  own  futures.  Too  often  we  hear  remarks  made  about  the 
schools  by  people  who  have  not  visited  them  and  base  their  judge- 
ment wholly  upon  incidents  reported  by  pupils  or  what  is  seen  or 
heard  when  going  by  the  schools.  In  any  home  there  are  instances 
that  occur  which  might  give  the  wrong  impression  if  known  by  the 
public.  It  is  sometimes  hard  to  manage  one  or  two  children  in  a 
home;  it  is  harder  to  have  everything  in  good  order  all  of  the  time 
with  twenty-five  to  thirty  children.  Teachers  often  blame  the  home 
for  failures  when  they  have  not  visited  that  home  and  know  nothing 
about  it.  Difficulties  started  in  the  school  are  often  brought  into  the 
home,  and  it  is  also  true  that  difficulties  in  the  home  or  between  homes 
are  brought  into  the  schools.  If  the  teachers  and  parents  could  get 
together  and  talk  over  frankly  their  troubles,  I  believe  they  would 
understand  the  problems. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  the  members  of  the  Cornish  School 
Board,  the  children  and  the  citizens  for  their  patience  for  this  year.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


1943  -  1944 


During  May  and  December  a  Western  Electric  Audiometer,  loaned 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  was  used  to  check  pupils'  hearing 
scientifically.  April  28,  through  efforts  of  parents  and  teacher  at  City 
School  a  dental  clinic  was  held  in  the  home  of  a  neighbor.  Twenty- 
one  pupils  were  treated  by  Dr.  Irving  Crandall  of  Claremont.  Mrs. 
Dustin   and   Mrs.   Cunningham   assisted   at   the   clinic   with   clerical 


work.  There  is  enormous  need  of  dental  clinics  in  all  Cornish  schools. 
Parents  and  teachers  who  manifest  interest  in  preventive  and  cor- 
rective dentistry  will  help  to  bring  about  permanent  school  dental 
clinics.  Please  communicate  with  your  School  Board  if  you  are  inter- 
ested.

THE   DARTMOUTH-LAKE  SUNAPEE   REGION 


The  Legislature  of  1937  authorized  the  establishment  of  six  Regions, 
each  comprising  a  group  of  towns  suggested  by  the  State  Planning 
and  Development  Commission.  The  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region 
comprises  this  town  and  37  others  in  this  section  of  the  state.  The 
Region  is  incorporated  as  a  non-profit  corporation  and  its  affairs  are 
supervised  by  a  group  of  officers  chosen  annually.  The  Region  em- 
ploys a  full  time  secretary  who  is  paid  by  the  state  (not  by  the 
towns) .  Thus  your  Region  is  a  set-up  established  by  law  and  the 
matter  of  whether  or  not  it  has  sufficient  financial  support  to  render 
real  service  to  your  community  rests  with  the  voters  of  the  towns. 
During  its  existence  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region  can  point 
to  the  following  accomplishments.  Through  the  publicity  it  has 
issued  it  has  brought  visitors  to  every  town,  some  have  established 
summer  homes  and  others  have  become  permanent  residents.  It  has 
been  instrumental  in  bringing  industries  to  several  towns.  It  has 
inaugurated  plans  that  have  saved  historic  landmarks.  It  has  spon- 
sored paying  summer  attractions.  It  has  been  active  in  bringing 
about  a  survey  of  our  mineral  resources  that  has  resulted  in  revenue 
to  many  towns  and  has  conducted  studies  of  new  agricultural  products. 

By  an  appropriation  not  exceeding  1/100  of  1%  of  the  assessed 
valuation  the  Region  now  asks  the  support  of  your  town  in  continuing 
the  program  that  has  brought  about  the  aforementioned  results  and 
to  institute  the  following  three  projects   which  if   carried   through 
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must  result  in  added  income  to  each  of  the  38  towns  of  the  Region. 
(1)  A  research  of  the  possibilities  of  establishing  industries  that 
will  use  as  raw  materials,  minerals  within  our  area  and  make  a 
study  of  the  feasibility  of  the  production,  processing  and  sale  of 
several  agricultural  products  that  in  the  past  have  received  but 
little  attention.  (2)  To  cooperate  with  each  of  the  towns  in  pre- 
paring descriptive  pamphlets  showing  the  attractions,  natural  advan- 
tages and  resources  of  the  community  with  the  idea  of  eventually 
incorporating  such  material  into  a  book  descriptive  of  the  whole 
Region.  (3)  To  establish  a  system  of  Recreation  Trails  following  back 
highways  and  little  used  roads  leading  to  scenic  areas  and  desirable 
locations  in  each  of  the  38  towns  in  the  Region.  As  it  is  not  deemed 
proper  to  devote  more  space  in  your  Town  Report  to  this  subject, 
details  have  been  omitted,  however,  letters  of  inquiry  regarding  any 
matter  here  mentioned  will  be  welcome  and  given  careful  reply.  Ad- 
dress, Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region,  New  London,  N.  H.

In  behalf  of  all  Cornish  boys  who  are  in  the  service  of  their  country 
the  committee  in  charge  of  the  Christmas  boxes  for  our  service  men 
wish  to  thank  each  and  every  citizen  for  their  generous  contributions 
which  made  possible  this  bit  of  cheer. 

The  collection  for  this  year  amounted  to  $219.29,  which  was  well 
over  the  goal  of  $200  which  we  set. 

Seventy-eight  packages  were  sent,  23  of  them  going  overseas.  Each 
package  contained  1  lb.  of  assorted,  salted  nuts,  1  pkg.  razor  blades, 
5  pkgs.  of  candy,  1  pkg.  gum  and  2  bars  of  soap.  Materials  and  postage 
amounted  to  $160.21,  leaving  a  balance  of  $59.08.  From  1942  we  still 
carried  a  balance  of  $8.55,  making  our  total  reserve  balance  to  date 
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of  $67.63.  This  will  be  used  during  the  year  to  give  each  boy,  as  he 
leaves  for  service,  a  box  similar  to  the  Christmas  boxes. 

Many  letters  have  been  received  by  parents  of  boys  to  whom  boxes 
were  sent,  and  also  by  the  committee,  asking  that  we  thank  the  people 
of  Cornish  for  their  thoughtfulness  and  generosity.  It  has  meant  a 
great  deal  to  the  boys  to  know  that  the  people  back  home  remember 
them. 

Again  in  their  behalf  the  committee  thanks  the  people  of  Cornish. 
We  also  wish  to  thank  them  for  the  enthusiastic  cooperation  dis- 
played.
